Danville ig not goinx to have u fair 
either— that ip, nothinR of the old-time 
exhibition,— bat the Advocate aniQieatB 
iotjalBtbing nniqae, in Kentacky at leant, 
in the way of a street fair. Here is what 
the Advocate says on the Bubject : 

*'If there ia to be no eoonty tair this 
fall, why not havi ■ntw^Mwy |0 g^. 
tract a crowd 7 

"A street fair It Joet the thlnff. It ia 
better for drawing purposes than a cray- 
on pencil or a mustard plaster. Have 
one, see the benefits the city will derive 
bota. itand each aacceeding year will see 
the fair only on a grander and more mai;- 
nificent scale. 

"Three or four yean ago an enterprising 
I Yankee appeared in Coshocton, O., and 
' spoke of a street fair. The people were 
amazed. They had never heard of such 
a tfiipir belore. Yet the enterprising 
Yankee got the ear of the enterpripint; 
merchants, and in less time than it takee 
to write it he had convinced them that it 
was a good thing and Coshocton had the 
first street fair of the West. 

"Did it go ? Well, you should have 
seen the people flock to that town from 
ail over the State. The fair lasted three 
days and in that time it is estimated that 
fully 100,000 strangers visited Oosbocton, 
and it has a population of only 5,000. It 
was so Bucceesful that street fairs have 
been held every year since, and the 
cr6Wds beeta larger every year. 

"Many Ohio towns have held street 
fairs among which are Wooster, Loudon- 
Tille, NeiXiointown, Manafleld, Oi^ton, 
Yonngetown, Steubenville, Mt. Vernon 
and Zanesville. Every place it has been 
a «li«»t moom toad it Mn* h«M each 

"The idea of a 8ti«et fair is this : Take, 
for itaslance, Main street from !^econd to 
Fourth and Third street from Walnut to 
V Broadway, and at intervals of twenty feet 
. ■ lat every merchi^t of any consequence 
•kect a booth for the display of his warer, 
and let every thii'd or fourth booth be 
devoted to the display of some product of 
the farm or home or kitchen or orchard, 
and offer a small prize for the "beet ear of 
corn, or hand of tobacco, or the finest 
hozae, hofi, cow, sheep, &c. The cost 
will b« smsill. Then look at the retams. 
ft will attract hundreds of people— some 
through cariosity, others because it ie a 
Mr. 

"The cost of erecting; a booth and dfco- 
rating it will not be more than S15, and 
any marohant can afford to spend that 
amount when tha harvait promieaato be 
golden. 

" In order to offer some amusement to 
the visitor, foot races, bicycle races, sack 
races, pie-eatiqg contests, in fact, every- 
thing pertainihg to the country fair, can 
be given with little cost. Have special 
days, such as Children's Day, Oddfellows' 
Day, Perryville Day, Danville Day. Offer 
a prize of some kind to the largest secret 
organisation attending fai a body outside 
of the local orders. Engage good bands 
^ of music, and at night arrange for con- 
certs at some pnblie point All that is 
needed is for some enterprising bui-iness 
men to take hold oi the matter and push 
it to tba and and It en btnadaaglori- 
<Wi loccata."

Alter being left in the 
colander a few ininutee, they can he laid 
on a clean linen towel or old napkin and 
dried. One careful housewife known to 
the writer keeps a fruit bruKli and actu- 
ally scours eacn fig before she permits itH 
appearance at the family board.

Slicing bananas half an hour before 
breakfast and sifting well with sugar and 
a wine glassful of strong lemon juice and 
a little ica watisr greatly improves their 
fiavor.

A pretty feature in Washington pro- 
ceaaWs, saya the Star, politica] and na- 
tional, for many yeara, baa l>een the 
"ship of state," or "oorstltutlon," as a 

float, often complete iu its appoint- 
ment*, armed with miniature cannon, 
and manned by sailors. Sometimes tlie 
intervals between the appearance of 
such floata have been of audi length 
that the ship ia hailed as an entirely 
new figure. Undier the name of •"Con- 
stitution" or "Union," however, the Rhip 
float has been a feature in political 
demonstrations in the United Btates 
for over a century. Aa far as known the 
first exhibition of the Idnd (at least in 
this part of the coqnt>7) waa in Bal- 
timore in 1788, and the credit of its In- 
troduction belongs to Commodore 
Joshua Barney, who, though a mere 
boy, was a valiant ofBcer In the revolu- 
tion, and diatinguisbed himaelf In the 
war of 1812 witH his Aotilln. In that 
year the ratificntSon of the oonatituttoo 
waa the great quest.Um before the peo- 
ple, and tLere was a division of senti- 
ment on it, those in favor of its ratifica- 
tion as framed forming the federnlist 
party* In Baltimore a great federalist 
demonstration waa projected— a pro- 
eeaaion from the eaatern partof the city 
around what is now the harbor to the 
hill south of the basin, and a mnsis meet- 
ing. Commodore Barney took a promi- 
nent part in thla aflfair. had hiaabipin 
line under the name of the "Fedcraliat,** 
and the name of Federal Bill naturally 
attached to the vicinity to \\h\rh the 
chip led the line and where the meeting 
was held.

The dfsofliverer of collodion died in 
Ded'ham lately, notCB flic ntifeton Her- 
ald, lie veafi Dr. John I'arker May- 
nwd, who hud been the leading physi- 
cian there for many years. This dis- 
covery waa mode while Or. Maynard 
waa Bt^ll a medical student. Qe had 
the oohoepfdon- In fafs mind at that 
time, and enguged in a serle* of experi- 
ments in a little building which he 
erected outside Dedham village, and 
Anally brought them to a auccess. His 
object was the aj)(iUoaition of collodion 
to operations in surgery, and he dem- 
onstrated bis usefulness here by ap- 
plying it in 1847. Hiahad sought to aid 
surgery in thia way rather than to 
achieve pecuniary advantage, ond 
hence gnve collodion without pr|oe to 
the medical profeaalon. 

Dr. Maynard waa a modeat man and 
never aaked credit for litaaelf for 
what he bad done. Bethought that any 
advantages that came from it should 
be the property of his profession in 
the interests of human suffering. Col- 
lodion has grown into a much wider 
use since that tima, but U la probable 
that tMre 4s MB»#manl kno«Hedge of 
the man to whoi t.Jpi[t# orld owes Its 
introduction. Dv. 'Ml^pBard waa never 
forward In enlightening them as to the 
faotfl of its origination. He died at the 
ag« of 81, after a long and na^ul and 
moBft honorabla ^aceor in aorfleal «Dd 
madiaalgw aettea.

Thus ail condi- 
tions are favorable to a trial of our race ; 
npon the conduct of Admiral Sampson 
and Commodore Schley's officers and 
bluejackets depende, not merely the 
honor of the United States, but the very 
existence of the British Empire. If the 
men who are hourly expecting battle in 
the Caribbean falter, if they show aoy 
want of courage or sailorship^which God 
forbid— then let us be certain that an at- 
tack will Ije delivered upon Knglaml hy 
her enemies, who will conclude, ami not 
iHijuHily, that the military i)ualitie8 of 
the Anglo-Saxon have declined under 
the depressing burden of civilization.

Dry weather with temperatures at, or 
slightly below the normal, prevailed 

throuKhout the State until the last few 
days of the week. Un Saturday, the 25th, 
showery conditions set in and oontinoed 
Sunday and Monday. Heavy rains oc 
curreil at a great nuudier of places Satur 
day night and Sunday, causing consider 
able damage to wheat in shock and bot 
torn land crops. Until the rains began 
the weather was perftet for the cultiva 
tion of crops and barvMting purposes. 
Wheat Is neatly all cnt and shocked, and 
in several localities a portion of the crop 
has been threshed, the yield turning out 
very well. 

The late transplanted tobacco was gen- 
erally reported, as unpromising, but it is 
thought the rains will cause it to improve 
rapidly. Corn is generally in very good 
condition, the early planted fields being 
laid by, or receiving the last cultivation, 
and the late planted, clear of weeds and 
grass. Early planted tobacco continues 
in excellent condition, though worms are 
beginning to be troublesome in some lo- 
calitiea. Oat harveit Ii in progress, and 
great qoanUties of clover and hay had 
been saved previous to the rains. Hemp 
and all minor crops have improved, and 
vegetables are plentiful and of excellent 
quality. 

Western Section.— The weather has 
been generally very favorable. Early corn 
is all laid by, wheat harvested, and some 
farmers are threshing. All crops are do- 
ing well. Oats are being harvested, but 
will not turn out as well as was expected. 
Com is in excellent condition, with good 
color, but somewhat irregular on hilly 
lands. Tobacco ii generally doing well, 
except the late transplanted, whioh is 
unpromising. 

Central Section.— Reports are some- 
what conflicting, but the prevailing opin- 
ion among our correspondents is that tlie 
weather w«s generally beneficial. To- 
bacco was the main staple to suffer from 
lack of rain, of which there was prac- 
tically none until the 25tb and 2(>th. 
The early planted is in good stand and 
growing well, but the late crop is infe- 
rior. In Uwen, (irant and contiguous 
counties, where drouth had taken a firm 
hold, a considerable portion of the crop 
yet remains unset. A heavy rainfalb 
however, was general on Sunday over the 
coanties of the Blnegrass region and 
those northward to the Ohio river from 
Daviess to Mason, relieving the drouth 
and improving the sitoation very ma- 
terially. \t Lexington 4 50 inches of 
rain fell Sunday morning causing consid- 
erable damage by washing plowed fields. 
Shelbyville reported 3.42 inches ; Owen- 
ton, 1.86; Maysville, 1.47; Mt. Sterling, 
l.:>>, Richmond, 106, and Louisville, 
2.35. The clear and cool weather prior to 
these rains enabled farmers to complete 
the harvesting of wheat, which, though 
not so good as anticipated, owing to rust 
and smut and damage by wind and rain, 
is nearly all in shock in good ordei. 
Oats, which aie still below the average, 
have improved doring the ripening stage. 
The harvesting of this crop has com- 
menceil in several counties, and will be 
in progress generally during next w eek. 
Corn is advancing rapidly. In most 
counties the early planted has been laid 
by in clean and healthy condition. The 
growth of the late planted is uneven and 
small, but the crop prospect is very good. 
Meadows are being cut and some timothy 
has already fallen before the mower. 
Pastares art all in exoellant condition. 
Potatoes and gaidau gMNiaUy have im- 
proved. 

P^astem Section.— The temperature has 
been lower than usual, with generally 
clear weather until Saturday, when con- 
ditions became unsettled, and local 
showers were frequent during the re- 
mainder of the week. Several correspond- 
eiits report local storms, with high 
winds, slightly injuring corn and tobacco. 
Wheat harveeting has progreased rapidly. 
This crop will be large and of excellent 
quality. Corn ^s in an excellent state of 
cultivation. Early oats, on good ground, 
are fair, but, as a rule, the crop will be 
short. Ueports are somewhat conflicting 
as to tobacco. The dry weather during 
the setting season reduced the acreage, 
and In many places the plants are very 
backward, while in other sections the 
crop is quite promising. Meadows gen- 
erally were benefited by the rains. Irish 
potatoes are very poor, but sweet pota- 
toes are promising. Gardens, as a rule, 
show improvement There is a large 
crop of licrrics and small fruit. MeloUl 
are making good growth.

Tbejr Must be Stamped Under the New Rev- 
eiae Law, aid the Drawer Mast 
DatheSUnpiiic; 

Under the new revenue law a 2 cent 

stamp must be put on every check drawn 
on a bank, and no one is allowed to affix 
the stamp except the person who draws 
the check. 

The law is as follows, and it ie so plain 
that no one ought to misunderstand it : 

That if any person or penoni ihall make, tigo 
or iMoe, or oanse to b« made, ■ignad or iitacd, 
any iiutramslit, document or paper of any kind 
or dsNriptlon whatMMver, wltbouiithe Mune be- 
ing duly stampsd (pr dsnottng thsCttz thsreby 
Imposed thneon, or wltkout having tbenon an 
adhetlre stamp to denote said tax, nteh person 
or persons shall be deemed gnlltr of a misde- 
meanor, and upon eonrlction theteol shall par a 
flM of not more than 1100 at the dlicretlon ol 
the oourt, and loob Instrument, docnment or pa 
per as aforenald tball not be competent evidence 
la^uy court. 

It is, therefore, necessary for every 
check to have a stamp plaoed on it be- 
for it is presented for payment, and no 
one is authorized to do this ^except the 
man who writes it. A merchant out in the. 
State who payt/or a bill o/ goods or makes a 
setUemmt by cheek is the one who mrut, under 
Ihi- law, put the Uainp on the check. 

The B(7Lurru( is authorized to state 
that tha baaki of Maysville will comply 
•tiietly with the above law.

On shipments for export, which re- 
quire a 10 cent stamp on each bill of lad- 
ing, the roads will retjuire the shipper to 
furnish the stamps if they want through 
bills of lading, and if they refuse to do 
this the railroads will gives bill of lading 
to the seaboard only, and put a 1 cent 
stamp on the original, and let the steam- 
ship companies and the shippers fight it 
out as to who will pay for the stamps on 
the foreign bill of lading. 

On export shipments three bills of lad^ 
ing at tha least ara required, whjelr 
means 30 cents worth of stamps on each 
shipment, and \l a l^^y of lyiing is re- 
quested hs jjM uqamnilofficia^ u is 
done on certain shipments, four bills of 
fading aru necessary, which means 40 
cents. .

Washington, ,Jiine 2.s. — In responee to 
numerone inquiries from Collectore of 
Internal lie venue as to their duties in 
caae ol the non-arrival by July 1 of a sup- 
ply of Btampe, the Commieeioner has is- 
sued a Reneral circular in which he calls 
attention to the provision in tbe law con-, 
talaed in Section 13 of the act, which 
leema to meet the situation. 

The langtiaKe "where no collection dis- 
trict la eatablished" la conatmel to be the 
same as if it read "where no stamp 
agency was established," and when for 
that reason it was impoaslble to piocure 
tbe stamps, and where the failure to affix 
them was not due to any willful design 
to defraud the United Btates, the tax- 
payer may be relieved by tbe Collector 
from payment of the penalty. 

It is notlliueisted that business shall 
Stop, but tbat legitimate business shall 
be tranaaoted and the atamps required 
on goods or instruments of writing dis- 
posed of under such circnmstances may 
be affixed by any one holding or inter- 
ested in tbe goods. In cases of consump- 
tion the retail dealer is required to inake 
a Bwom return of the facte to the Col- 
lector, who shall assess and collect the 
tax due. Taxpayers, however, are ad- 
mottiabed tbat this urgency regulation 
does not in any way excuae them from 
the duties imposed upon tbem by tbe 
statute with reference to procuring stamps 
for all instruments and things required 
to be stamped under •cbednlaa A ud B 
of the new act, and neglect to perform 
any of the requirements thereof, except 
for tuwToidtble raaaona, will aabject the 
taxpayer to thepenaltiee, provided there- 
in, and they will be strictly enforced.
